for freedom today in Lee County Circuit court, filing a petition for his 
release from Menard state pen-.tentiary. 


Skinner was convicted and sentenced to life imprisonmente for 


the 1935 shooting of an Amboy girl, Olive Derwent. 


Two weeks ago Skinner had a 


full-hearing in Randolph County 
Circuit court on a petition for a 
writ of habeas corpus. His request 
for-freedom was denied

sponsibility for the trial and that 
Smith was guilty of neglect. 


"Life at Stake" 


Skmncr quoted Judge Edwards 


as saving on April 18, when Nimz 
bad a breakdown and walked out 
of the courtroom, that: 


"There is a life here at stake 


and not being properly defended." 


In a case history of the charge 


and the trial, Skinner said he was 
arrested by Sheriff Ward Miller 
in January, 1935, without a war- 
rant, for the alleged assault on 
John Scott, an Amboy undertaker, 
and Miss Derwent. 


Accordirg to Skinner, Miss Der- 


went died the following month 
from pneumonia. 


Uses New Law 


Skinner filed his petition for re- 


lease from custody under a re- 
cently enacted law which provides 
a remedy for those whi are con- 
fined and who believe they were 
denied 
constitutional rights at 


their triJ. 


Browning Robinson, warden of

War Bribery 
Conspiracy 
Ends in Jail 


Tribunal Won't 
Review Trials 


Washington, Nov. 14 — 


(AP) — The supreme court 
today in effect ordered former 
Rep. Andrew J. May and the 
Garsson brothers to begin 
serving prison sentences im- 
posed on them for wartime 
bribery and conspiracy. 


The tribunal for the second 


time refused to review the 
trials which resulted in eight 
to 24-month prison terms for 
May, and Henry and Murray 
Garsson. 


May, now 74, was charged 


with accepting $53,000 from 
the Garssons for helping them 
to get war contracts. At the 
time the 
Kentucky repre- 


sentative was chairman of 
the house military committee. 


The supreme court on Octo- 


ber 10 denied May and the 
Garssons a review of their 
trial. The three then asked 
the court to reconsider its de- 
nial. Chief Justice Vinson and 
Justice Clark took no part in 
the consideration of the re- 
quests. 


May and the Garssons have 


been free on $2,000 bond since 
their conviction in July, 1947.

What amounts to a three-week truce has been ordered 


bv John L. Lewis in the coal dispute. The maneuver is not 
a" new tactic with Lewis. The only question is: Why did 
he resort to it at this time? 


A review of the miners' strike history in recent years 


shows that the United Mine Workers' boss has often beat a 
strategic retreat just at the moment a stoppage threatened 
to become genuinely critical. There were three truces in 
1943. each followed by new strikes. Another was declared 
in 1946 as Lewis was about to be summoned to the White 
House for a showdown with President Truman. 


Similar factors apparently affected Lewis' decision this 


time 
After 51 days without production, coal stockpiles m 


many parts of the nation were getting dangerously low. A 
rearemergency was approaching. 


Hints dropped by government official? gave the miners 


chief warning that some sort of federal intervention would 
certainly be undertaken if a settlement of the strike did not 
develop shortly.

Tavern Gambling Invites Trouble 


Is the retail liquor business treading on thin ice? Is it 


going to permit the abuses that spelled the doom of the old 
saloon to <»pcn the door once more to local option ... or pro- 
hibition ? 


Many people, not those who have been zealots in their op- 


position to drink, but liberals as well, are asking these ques- 
tions , . . and with justification. 


Years ago the old fashioned drinking place, commonly 


known as the saloon, operated for a time with due regard for 
the few regulations in force. 
But gradually many of the 


proprietors overstepped the bounds of decency. They sold 
to minors and habitual drinkers and there were other abuses. 
The American people closed the saloon doors by local option, 
or by means of other sectional regulations. And finally came 
prohibition. 


Everyone remembers the disastrous results of the so 


called "noble experiment," how it bred lawlessness unprece 
dented in this country, popularized drinking, and how firs 
and last it failed to prohibit. 


Then came repeal and with it the tavern which offered! 


some refinements over the rough-and-tumble saloon days. 
But lately there have been rumblings of the same old abuses 
that sent saloons on their way. There have been an increas- 
ing number of published reports of trouble m certain tav- 
erns. Sales of liquor to minors have been reported, together 
with vicious fights. 


Gambling has come to the front as an added evil along 


with the other abuses. Authorities from time to time have 
clamped down on slot machines, pinball devices, punchboards, 
horse books, weather boards, football pools, etc but it has 
been spasmodic. For a time the lid's on and then little by 
little, it's pried off again. It's a monotonous cycle with which 
the public should be amply fed up.
